The passen- 
gers enjoyed themselves wrecking cars 
until nothing breakable was left for 
revenge of the public.

BROWNTSJIELEASE 


Ordered Because His Incarceration 


Was Violation of Treaty. 


New York, Aug. 15.—Charles - 


Browne, former examiner of silks in 
the government customs service in 
this city, _was 'ordered released from 
Sing Sing prison by Judge Hough 
of the United' States court on a writ of 
habeas corpus. Browne was recently 
brought back from Canada, where he 
fled after giving bail, and was taken 
direct to prison. His counsel claimed 
this was in violation of the extradition 
treaty between the United States and 
Canada. 


Counsel for Browne contended that 


he was practically kidnaped. In the 
opinion, discharging Browne 
from 


custody, Judge Hough declared that 
there is no authority vested in the 
United States government to seize or 
hold a person extradited in pursuance 
of treaty provisions except 
on 
the 


charge of which the extradition was 
granted.

the effect of quieting disturbances, 
and the company claims it will not 
attempt to nan the

through to Coney Island at rush hours 
until al! danger of rioting is past.

Cheers greeted the 
emperor from all the soldiers' at this, 
his first appearance before any body 
of troops since the troubles in Russia 
began.

NEW BULLET FOR ARMy. 


It !• Mffht nnd Kliarp Potiitod and

Brigadier General Crozler, chief of 


ordnance iu the United States urury. 
said recently that the light, sharp 
pointed rifle bullet which experts have 
been testing for some weeks bad shown 
such satisfactory qualities thut it will 
probably be adopted for use iu the 
ui-w army rifle, replacing the present 
service bullet, says a special dispatch 
from Springfield, Mass., to the New 
York Times. 


The principal advantages of the light 


bullet are its flat trajectory and great 
penetrating power. 
On a 1,000 yard 


range it will be effective against in- 
.fantry for COO yards, while cavalry 
will be exposed for the entire distance. 
With the present service bullet in- 
fantry are out of range for about 700 
yards out of 1,000, and at the 500 yard 
mark cavalrymen would hear the bul- 
let whizzing over their heads. 


The new bullet has a muzzle velocity 


of 2,700 feet per second, the greatest 
ever attained in a service weapon. At 
500 yards it will penetrate white pine 
for thirty-two inches, as against twen- 
ty-six inches for the old bullet. 


Another advantage in the light bullet 


is that.it lessens the kick of the rifle. 
It weighs 150 grains and is fired with 
50.5 grains of smokeless powder. The 
only serious drawback of the new bul- 
let is that it is less accurate than that 
of the old one, but General Crozier 
hopes to remedy this by varying the 
powder charge or by making a slight 
change in its shape.

New York, Aug. 15.—In the large?/ 


dirigible airship ever constructed anil 
carrying the greaie&t cargo ever lifted 
by an air bag, the second attempt to 
reach the North Pole by aerial navi 
gation—both within the last decade— 
is to be made in the next three weeks, 
•when Walter Wellman will start from 
Dane's Island, one of the northern- 
most of the Spitsbergen group in the 
Arctic zone, and head strait for (he 
point which has been sought for cen- 
turies. 


Mr. Wellman, if all promises and ex- 


pectations are followed, will rise from 
thje island the latter part of this- month. 
or the first of the next, accompanied 
by four men. in His airship and try to 
reach the Pole in a dash which he cal- 
culates will take him not fewer than 
seven days nor more than twenty. He 
will Ije provisioned for three months 
and will cany ammunition to shoot 
bear or stray foxes that he and his 
party may come across 
wandering 


around over the ice floes, if they find 
it necessary to drop to the ^arth be- 
fore'the allotted time for the *rip ~,o 
expire. 


I was on July 11, just nine years ago. 


that Herr A. Andre, with his co-explor- 
ers, Nils "Strindberg and Knut Hjal- 
mas Ferdinand Frankel, smarted out 
from Amsterdam Island, almost the 
identical spot whence Welinan will go 
in an effort to reach the Pole by a 
quick dash, and was never heard from 
again. He used an ordinary military 
balloon, steerable 
only 
with guide 


ropes, in which he had previously 
made many, ascensions, 
and for his 


venturesome trip he had at his dispo- 
sal about $25,000 and the backing of 
the Swedish government. 


Had the King's Support. 


Andre was the foremost engineer ot 


that country, was chief examiner in 
the Royal Patent Office a* Stockholm, 
and his successes as an aeronaut ~hail 
been so marked that his suggestion of 
ballooning to the Pole was immedi- 
ately encouraged by King Oscar who 
gave $5,000 for the project. Alfred No- 
ble, inventor of dynamite, gave $15,000, 
and Baron Oscar Dickson, a wealthy 
Swede, deeply interested in all that 
concerned 
Arctic 
exploration, 
gave 


$5;000. 


Before Andre set sail on his haz- 


ardous undertaking he held the belief 
—which is also shared by Wellman— 
that high above the vexed 
surface 


winds is a steady gale blowing toward 
the. North Pole without 
deflection. 


Furthermore, he believed that this 
steady current, which would take him. 
according to his calculations, to the 
Pole in a week and carry him directly 
over the point, would land him safely 
in North America if he kept straight 
to his course. It would seem that 
Andre was correct in his theory of the 
upper air currents. When his balloon 
was cut away it rose over Amsterdam 
Island and then swung wildly about 
like a carrier pigeon 
sighting i's 


course. As it reached the higher levels 
it settled down into a steady postnro 
and then sailed due north, maintain- 
ing this course withou* deviation unt'l 
out of sight and scudding along before 
a 'iZ mile .breeze.

Railway News. 


Great interest was taken 
by local 


railroad men in the Advocate's tele- 
gram from Pittsburg yesterday quot- 
ing Mr. Jos. Ramsey, who confirmed 
the report of the great project of con- 
necting Chicago and New York by an 
air line electric road. 


In lailway circles and among ship- 


ping interests th>3 proposed Keystone 
airline is the most interesting matter 
in many a day. A press dispatch from 
Pittsburg gives the following 
addi- 


tional information: 


The incorporation papers for con- 


solidation of three railroads in differ- 
ent parts of Pennsylvania to be filed 
at Harrisburg 
will constitute the 


formal announcement of a project of 
prominent bankers, with Joseph Ram- 
sey, Jr., former president of the Wa- 
bash railroad to build a low grade 
double track from New York to Chi- 
cago by way of Pittsburg, which will 
cost about $150,000,000. 


The new Keystone 
Airline 
will 


traverse the 
important 
bituminous 


coal fields of central 
Pennsylvania, 


controlled by the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and will also pierce the anthra- 
cite region throughout its length. It 
•will not only be the shortest 
line 


through Pennsylvania but it will cross 
the summit of the Allegheny mount- 
ains, 400 feet lower than the Peunsyl- 
vania^-and will have very easy curves 
and remarkable low grades for 
a 


mountain line. 


Complete surreys have been made 


and it is expected work preliminary to 
grading and construction next spring 
will begin this fall. The road will re- 
quire three years to construct. It is 
contemplated to operate with electric 
locomotives from the beginning. The 
road will be known as the New York, 
Pittsburg and Chicago Airline, 
and 


will be 65 miles shorter to New York 
than the Pennsylvania, and 108 miles 
shorter than the shortest line between 
New York and Chicago. 


Being Discussed by Railway Lawyers 


At Atlantic City. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 15.— More 


than 60 lawyers, representing all the 
larger railroads east of the Missis- 
sippi river, particularly those travers- 
ing the territory south of the Ohio 
nver and the New England states, as- 
sembled here to make a detailed 
study of the provisions of the railroad 
rate bill, which goes into effect Aug. 
29. Members of the conference con- 
sist of the chief counsels, general so- 
licitors and other members of the 
legal departments of railroad corpo- 
rations. 


Indictment Still Alive. 


San Francisco, Aug. 15.—A warrant 


•was issued for the arrest of William 
H. Vice, formerly 
coast 
passenger 


agent for the Union Pacific road. 
Three years ago Vice disappeared and 
an indictment charging him with the 
embezzlement of f 10,000 .was returned 
by a grand jury. It is said by the po- 
lice that Vice went to Honduras and 
that following the conflagration in 
In April he returned here believing the 
indictment against him was burned. 


Firemen Demand Helpers. 


Lancaster, Pa., Aug. 1^.—The Penn- 


sylvania railroad company is having 
trouble with its firemen on the new- 
low grade railroad. The firemen living 
in Columbia held a meeting and decid- 
ed not to fire on the road unless given 
a helper. 
Orders were received for 


30 firemen to proceed to Enola, but 
not one responded. It is stated a meet- 
ing of the firemen at Enola, and Har- 
risburg will be held to reach the same 
determination. 
The 15 miles of con- 


tinuous up grade on one stretch of 
the road is claimed to be too much for 
one fireman. It is also claimed that a 
round trip means the shoveling of at 
least 65,000 pounds of coal, and the 
men say they cannot stand it
